GREAT COUNCIL OF THE SENE- 
CAS. 

We find in the Buffalo Commercial 


Advertiser a report of the proceedings of 
a Council of the Seneca Nation, held at 


Cattaraugus Creek Reservation on the 
15th and 16th of Joly. It was called by 
the Committee of the Society oi Friends, 
who for vears past have been robly as- 
sisting theeo people. The Council was 
stiended bv a considerable number cf the 
chiefa nad people. both men and women. 
frem Ruff lo and Cattaraugus; and bv a 
delegation from the Alleghi nv Reserva. 
tion. It was opened or Tuesday the 15th 
of July, and Daniel Two Guss appointed 
Chairman. There were no Tonawan- 
das presert. Afier some preliminary 
remarks bv several of the Chiefs, and 
also by the Committe. among whom were 


severn| womon Friends.. number of the | The 


Committee addressed the Council at 
length, explaining the motives of the 
Friends in calling them together. From 
this adires we present a brief extract 
which will sufficiently indicate its spirit 
and purpose: ; 

‘*A wise system of municipal Govern. 
ment, adopted io your necessities has 
been provided fcr you. and vou have 
now only to avail yourselves of these im 
portant advantages und judiciousiv exer~ 
cise the powers that have been conferred 
upon you—e sober and industriou-, 
change your system as regards the em 
ployment of your females, and clevate 
them by a suitable education and treat- 
ment to the position they ought tooccupy, 
and your prosperity will then be placed 
upon a firm sod permanent basis. 

“One of the principal objects of our 
present visit is, to endeavor to impress 
upon you the importence of these mess- 
ures. and above al, the absolute necessi- 
ty of vour adupting a diflerent course 
es what you have heret-fore pursued, 
in regard to the division of labor among 
you. and we tell you plainly, that it is 
our settled opinion, unless you consent to 
this, all our labors to benefit you wil in 
the end fail. | 

“We hope you will listen to the advice 
we have given you—that your meu wil! 
settle themselves permanently at the 
homes which cannot be taken from them, 
ard that they will diligently apply them- 
selves to the cultivation and improvement! 
of their furme—that you will withdraw 


delicacy of their sex; that you will give 
thern suitable education. leave them to be 
occupied in the care and business of their 
household affairs, and place them in a 
condition to become your prudent advi- 
gers and useful companions. You will 
then find them wise counsellors and true 
friends. 

„As we have heretofore told you, our 
object in uniting our efforts was, to secure 
for youa home that could not, without 
you: consent be taken from vou. That 
has been done, as effectually, under al 
circumstances, as could be expected; this 
being »ccomplished. and our original pur 
pose effected.we might now be justified in 
withdrawing. and leave you to walk alune; 
but upon considering your situetion, jt 
has appeared to us that you still stand in 
need of sume help. not as regirds the cul 
tivation of your lind. becauss this vou al- 
ready understand and can readily do. if 


you ase disposed to be industrious, but 


there ie one way in which we believe you 
requite assistance, and in which we can 
yet co you some good, and that is, by 
aid ng you in the education of your chil- 
dren, and the instruction of your females 
ia the employments ia which we believe 
they should hereafier be eng» ged. It vou 
approve of these mesures and it be your 
wish we should in this manner assist you, 
we are di-pused to continue our efforis to 
do . by continuing the school amongst 
you, where av many of your children a. 
you may be inclined to send, may be 
taught to read aud write, and also be in- 
structed in such higher branches of icarn 
ing as circumstacees may admit of. 

In addition to this. we propose to se 
cure into the family of t! e friend we mov 
ute to reside among you. as many of 
your young women as can be accommo- 
dated, and there instruct them in all the 
branches of female employn ents, which 
Will be necessary to enable them to be- 
céme good housekeepers, and suitable 
companions of intelligent. industrious hus. 
binds, 


and qualify them to train up their 


ch in’ habits and principles which 
wil render them respectable, good citi 
zeae"

According to the ancien’ 
custom of our tribed) we, by this act, ex 

press our grateful sease of our obligation 
to friends, and make fast the chain which 
has 80 long bound us together.” 

The Chief then rising from his seat. 
and approaching P. E. Thomas, who was 
sittieg at the Council table, took him bv 
the arm and raised him on his feet. Af. 
ter three times laying his hand on his 
shoulder, he made an oration in the Io 
dian ianguage, which being afterward ex- 
plained. was to the following purpose: 

* Ry inis ceremony we do. at this time. 
adopt into the Suren Nation, this our 
friend Philip E. Thoms: by which he be- 
comes a member of the tribe, and a 
brother of the Swan clan—and is entitled 
to ths name of a Seneca Indian, and to 
all the rights and immunities of the oa. 
tion. “Ve now give him the name of 
Sagouan.” by which we express our sener 
of his character, and under which he will 
hereafter be recognised among us— 
we have appointed George Deer to be hi- 
cousin.“ 

This ceremony of initiation being per- 
formed and the Chief who officisted hav 
ing returned to his place, Mr. ‘Thomas ad 
dressed the Counci: as follows: 

„My Friends and Brothers: | recei / 
with great sensibility the evidence you 
have just affurded me of your regard an: 
confidence. It is true I have always 
been dixposed to render you everv servic. 
in my power. Having now. by you: 
kindness become one of your nation. | 
feel myself more closely identified with 
vou. and shall take a lively interest iv 
your affairs. and at all times will be ready 
io co-operate in whatever measures ma 
he calculated io promote the prosperity 
and happiness of the Senecas. 

Upon the conclusion of this ceremony. 
the Council fire was covered up end th: 
Council adjourned.

CAPT. FREVONT ON THE i 
EST PEAK OF THE ROCAY 
MOUNTAINS. 

The following extract from Cap'. Fre- 
mont Journey to the Rocky Mountains, 
is most «piritedly written. Having deter- 
m ned to ascend the highest peak of the 
Ricky Mountains,<Cuptsin F., with « 
few of his men, proceeded with their 
mules as far as these naturally climbing 
inimals could keep their footing. The 
hen abandoned them in a cool green ve 
ov. closed on all sides by walls of rocks 
ind proceeded on foot, and with hands tw 
~cile these walls; at how much cost of 
‘fort and exposure this extract we annex 
will tell: 

Having divested ourselves of every 
unnecessary encumbrance, we commen 
-d the ascent. This time, like experi- 
„ce travellers, we did not press our- 
elves, but climbed leisurely. sitting down 
* soon as we found breath beg:nning to 
fail At intervals we reached places 
where a number of springs gushed from 
the rocks, and about 1,800 feet above te 
‘ake, came to the snow line. From this 
pont our progress “as 
climbing. Hitherto | had worn a prir of 
thick mocasins, with soles of perfl ob- 
wut here | put on a thin light pan, which 
| had bought for the purpose, as now the 
u-e of toes becime neces<ary to 
‘urther advance. I availed myself of 
<ort of comb of the mountain, which ston! 
‘gainst the wall like « buttress, and 
which the wind and the solar radiation 
;noed to the steepness of the smooth rock 
und kept almost entirely tree from snow 
Up this | mode my way rapidly. Our 
cautious method of advancing in the out 
at had spared my strength; and, with 
the exception of a slight dispositiva to 
headache, I felt no remains of yesterday's 
ness. In a few minutes we reached 
point where the buttress was overhang: 
ing, and there was no other way of sur- 
nounting the difficulty than by pissing 
‘round one side of it, which was the face 
of a vertical precipice of several hundred 
tert. 

Putting hands and feet in the crevices 
hetween the biocks, | succeeded in getting 
wer it. and. when | reached the found 
uv Compamons in a smal! valley below. 
Descending to them, we continued climb | 
ing, and in a short tune reached the crest. 
| sprang upon the summit, and another 
step would have precipitated me into an 
mm nse snow field five hundred feet be- 
iow. To the edge of this field was a 
sheer icy precipice; and then with 
gradual fall, the field sloped off for abou 
a mile, until it struck the foot of anothe: 
lower ridge. I stond on a narrow cre-t 
about three feet in width, with an inclina 
ion of about 20 deg. east. As soon ax | 
had gratified the first feelings of curiosi- 
tv. | descen. ed, and each man ascended 
in his turn; for | would allow only one 
it a ume to mount the unstable and pre- 
carious slab, which it seemed us if @ 
‘reath would hurl into_the abyss below. 
We mounted the barometer in the snow 
of the summit, and, fix'ng a ramrod in 1 
crevice, uofuried the national flag to wave 
in the breeze where never flag waved be- 
fore. During our morning's ascent, we 
hid met no sign of animal life. except the 
small sparrow like bird already men 
noned. A stillness the most profound. 
and a terrible solitude forced thems lve- 
constentiy on the mind as the features o 
the place. 

Here, on the summit, where the still 
ness was Absolute, unbroken by eny 
ound, and the solitude complete, we 
thought ourselves bevond the region of 
animated life; but while we were silting 
on the rock, a solitary bee (bromus, the 
humble bee) came winging its flight from 
the eastern valley, aud lit un the knee or 
one of the men. I was a strange place, 
the icy rock, aud the highest peak of the 
Rocky Mountains, for a lover of warm 
sunshine aml flowers; and we pleased 
ourselves with the iden that he was the 
‘first of his species to cross the mountain 
birrier—a solitary pioneer to foretell the 
idvance of civilization. I believe that a 
noment’s thought would have made us I+! 
h m continue his way unharmed ; bul we 
carried out the law of this country, where 
1} animated natufe seems at war; and 
eiz'ng him immediniely, put him ip a! 
east a fit place—in the leaves of a large 
‘ook, among the flowers we had collected 
n our way. The barometer stood a! 
19 203. the attached therometer at 44 © ,: 
viving for the elevation of this summit 
13,570 feet above. the Gulf of Mexivo. 
which may be called the highest flight of 


flight of that insect.

he bee. It is certainly the highest known 


further to the north, and Col. Long's 
measurements to the south, joined to the 
opinion of the oldest traders of the coun 
try. it is presumed that this is the highes' 


peak of the Rocky Mounteins. The day 
was sunny and bright, bet a slight shining 
mist hueg over the lower plains, which 
inter fered wuh our view of the surroun | 
ing country. On one side we overlooked 
innumerable lakes and streams. the apring 
of the Colorado of the Gulf of California. 
2 on the other was the Wind river va 
bed were the heads of the Yellow 
stone bran b of the Missouri: far to the 
north. we could just dscover the snow, 
heads of the Trois Tetons, where the 
<ources of the Missourf and Columbia 
rivers, and atthe southern eatrem ty o. 
the ridge. the penks were plainly visible. 
u mond which were some of j be aprings o 
the Nebragka or Platle river. Around 
us, the whole scene had one main si- 
king feature, whieh was that of terrib! 
convulsion. Paraflel to its ledigth, th- 
ridye was split into chasmy and fissure<« 
hetween which rose the thin lofty wail« 
terminated with slender minarets and 
columns, which is correctly represented 
in the view from the camp on Island lake. 
According to the barometer, the littl 
crest of the wall on which we stood was 
three thousand five hundred and eighty 
feet above that place, and two thousind 
seven hundred and eighty above the little 
akes at the bottom, immediately at our 
feet. 
Our camp at the Two Hills (an as- 
tronomical station) bore south 3° eas, 
which. with a bearing afterwards obtained 
from a fixed postion canbled us to locate 
the peak. The bearing of the Trois Te 
tods was north 50° weet, and the direc. 
tion of the central ridge of the Wind riv- 
er mountains south 39° east. The sum- 
mit rock was gneiss, succeeded by scien- 
tie gneixs. Sienite anc feldspar succeed 
ed in our descent to the snow line, wher 
we found a feldspathic granite. I ha’ 
romoirked that the noise produced by tt 
explosion of our pistols, had the usual d- 
uree of loudness. but was not in the lea 
prolonged. expiring almost neu- 
iv. Having now made what observa- 
our means afforded. we proceeded
